To  the  Scottish  Home  and  Health  Department, 
the  County  Council  of  Clackmannan  and  the 
Town  Councils  of  Alloa,  Alva,  Tillicoultry 
and  Dollar. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1966  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  County  of  Clackmannan  and  the 
Burghs  therein,  together  with  the  Report  on  the  School  Medical 
Services . 

It  has  often  been  said  that  the  Health  Services  receive  quite 
an  inadequate  share  of  capital  investment.  This  year  the  County 
made  some  redress  in  this  direction  by  providing  two  new  buildings  - 
Ludgate  House  and  Tullibody  Clinic. 

Ludgate  House,  an  Old  Folks  Home  of  40  beds,  was  opened  in 
July;  Tullibody  Clinic,  a centre  for  joint  usage  by  General 
Practitioners  and  Local  Authority  Health  Services,  was  opened  in 
November. 

These  buildings,  designed  for  the  purpose,  provide  excellent 
facilities  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  be  the  forerunners  of 
future  developments .

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Births . One  hundred  and  seventy-seven  live  births  were  registered  in 
the  County,,  626  live  births  were  transferred  in  making  a total  of  803  live 
children  bom  to  mothers  resident  in  the  area.  Four  hundred  and  nine  were 
males  and  394  were  females. 

The  resultant  crude  birth  rate  per  1,000  estimated  population  was 
18.8  as  compared  with  18.9  for  1965* 

Premature  Births.  Fifty-three  mothers  gave  birth  to  premature  live 
babies.  In  addition,  there  were  seven  premature  stillbirths.  Details 
of  birth  weights  are  given  in  Appendix  No.  2. 

Stillbirths . Four  stillbirths  occurred  in  the  County. 

There  were  11  stillbirths  in  hospitals  outwith  the  County,  three  of 
the  mothers  having  been  booked  for  confinement  at  home  and  admitted  as 
emergency  cases. 

Maternal  Mortality.  One  maternal  death  occurred  in  hospital. 

The  patient  had  attended  clinic  for  ante-natal  care  and  the  death  was 
classified  by  the  Obstetrician  as  "unavoidable". 

Infantile  Mortality.  Nineteen  babies  (14  boys  and  5 girls)  died 
during  the  first  year  of  life,  of  these  3 died  within  24  hours  of  birth, 

4 more  did  not  survive  the  first  week  and  a further  2 died  before  the  end 
01'  their  first  month. 

The  County,  therefore,  had  the  following  rates  for  1966  as  compared

Comparable  local  rates  for  the  last  five  years  are  shown  graphically 
overleaf. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  a decrease  in  all  the  above  rates, 
particularly  in  the  figures  referring  to  the  deaths  of  very  young 
children.  Causes  of  death  among  the  infants  dying  in  the  first  month 
of  life  were  as  shown  in  the  table.  As  is  to  be  expected,  the  major 
cause  of  death  was  prematurity,  indeed  all  the  babies  dying  in  their 
first  week  of  life  weighed  5 lbs.  and  under,  while  two  of  them 
weighed  under  1 lb.  each,  and  a further  two  were  between  2 and  3 lbs.

Marriages . The  marriages  numbered  357  > equivalent  to  a rate  of 
7.9  per  thousand  estimated  population. 

Deaths . Deaths  from  all  causes  corrected  for  transfers  numbered 
447»  giving  a death  rate  adjusted  for  age  and  sex  distribution  of  11.9 
per  thousand  estimated  population. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  continued  to  be  the  chief  cause 
of  death  and  were  responsible  for  40.72  per  cent  of  total  deaths. 

The  relative  importance  of  the  various  causes  of  death  is  unchanged 
and  is  shown  below  as  a percentage  of  the  total  deaths  and  the  same  is 
shown  for  deaths  in  the  age-group  45  - 65  years .

Of  the  72  deaths  due  to  cancer,  26  (23  males  and  3 females)  were 
due  to  cancer  of  the  lung.  This  is  the  highest  recorded  number  of 
deaths  from  this  cause  in  the  County  so  far.  Figures  for  the  past 
ten  years  are  shown  in  the  small  table  overleaf.  Until  there  is  a 
drastic  change  in  the  public  attitude  to  smoking,  deaths  from  lung 
cancer  must  be  expected  to  continue  to  increase.

A.  Local  Health  Authority  Functions. 

1 . Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

(a)  Child  Welfare. 


Clinics  continue  to  be  held  in  nine  areas  in  the  County.  See 
Appendix  No.  3°  The  opening  of  the  new  Health  Centre  has  meant  that  the 
two  clinics  formerly  held  in  premises  in  Tullibody  Schools  have  been 
amalgamated  and  there  are  now  six  sessions  a month  in  the  new  Health 
Centre. 


The  fact  that  premises  are  permanently  available  has  greatly 
facilitated  arrangements  for  detection  of  handicapped  children,  in 
particular  screening  for  deafness  can  now  be  carried  out  in  suitable 
surroundings . 

"Handicapped"  and  "At  Risk"  registers  are  maintained. 

Children  suspected  of  being  mentally  handicapped  are  screened 
either  at  the  request  of  parents  or  on  the  recommendation  of  a Health 
Visitor.  Appointments  are  made  for  a child’s  attendance  at  a Clinic  - 
though  the  initial  step  may  be  a visit  to  the  home  by  the  Medical 
Officer. 

(b)  Mother  and  Baby  Homes.

Fifty-nine  mothers  (25  ante-natal  and  34  post-natal)  made  192 
attendances.  One  hundred  and  seven  pre-school  children  made  150 
attendances.  Details  of  treatment  are  shown  in  Appendix  No.  4» 

(e)  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers. 

The  attendance  of  Health  Visitors  in  rotation  at  the  Ante-natal 
"Booking"  clinic  at  the  County  Hospital  continues  to  prove  of  benefit 
to  both  patients  and  staff.

Mothercraft  meetings  are  run  by  Health  Visitor  Staff  in  Alloa, 
Tillicoultry  and  Alva,  and  by  the  District  Nurse  Midwives  at  their 
local  clinics. 

2.  Midwifery. 

The  County  is  still  not  up  to  its  full  establishment  of  District 
Nurse  Midwives,  but  the  work  is  maintained  with  the  help  of  part-time 
staff. 

Work  done  by  County  Midwives 

All  cases  were  dealt  with  under  Section  23(2)  of  the  National 
Health  Service  (Scotland)  Act,  1946. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-nine  babies  (including  one  set  of  twins) 
were  delivered  at  home  by  County  Midwives.  One  baby  was  bom  in  the 
ambulance  en  route  to  hospital  and  one  baby  was  bom  to  a visitor  to  the 
district  who  had  made  no  arrangements  for  her  confinement  and  who  left  the 
area  shortly  after  the  birth. 

An  increasing  number  of  mothers  are  being  confined  in  hospital 
and  discharged  home  after  43  hours  (148  out  of  a total  of  611  hospital 
confinements  and  178  home  confinements  during  the  year).  A close 
liaison  is  maintained  between  hospital  and  local  authority  staff  in  an 
endeavour  to  ensure  that  the  house  and  circumstances  of  such  a mother 
are  suitable  and  that  skilled  nursing  help  and  domestic  help,  if  required, 
are  available  for  her  when  she  comes  home.  The  majority  of  mothers 

are  delighted  with  the  arrangement.  There  is  of  necessity  some  degree  of 
frustration  among  district  nurse  midwives  who  are  called  upon  to  carry 
out  the  nursing  in  the  puerperium  without  having  had  the  satisfaction 
of  the  delivery.

The  illegitimate  Birth  rate  rose  to  6.5  per  100  live  births  as 
compared  with  6.1  for  1965  and  5«1  for  1964.  Figures  for  Scotland  for 
the  same  years  were  1966  - 6.4?  1965  - 5.8  and  1964  - 5*4  • 

The  rates  for  the  County  do  not  include  babies  bom  to  girls  who  have  left 
home  during  their  pregnancy  and  go  to  live  outside  the  district,  possibly 
to  return  home  having  had  the  baby  adopted.  No  figures  are  available 
for  the  numbers  of  marriages  entered  upon  by  girls  already  pregnant  but 
the  impression  is  that  these  marriages  are  increasing  in  number,  particularly 
among  the  under-twenty  age  group. 

The  Local  Authority  gives  financial  support  to  any  girl  admitted  to 
a recognised  Mother  and  Baby  Home  outside  the  area  and  did  so  in  four 
cases  during  the  year.  Admission  is  usually  arranged  by  the  Family 
Doctor.  Health  Visitors  give  support  and  advice  to  those  who  have  their 
baby  at  home  or  in  the  local  Maternity  Hospitals  and  priority  is 
available  for  admission  to  the  Day  Nursery  of  a child  whose  mother 
is  returning  to  work.  Where  adoption  is  sought,  the  advice  and  help  of  the 
Children's  Officer  is  available. 

5.  Health  Visiting. 


Nurses  on  the  Health  Visiting  staff  continue  to  provide  "family 
care",  i.e.  they  visit  the  expectant  mothers,  particularly  those 
arranging  to  be  confined  in  hospital  and  remain  one  of  the  family  advisers 
on  health  matters  at  least  until  the  child  leaves  primary  school.  There 
are  on  the  staff,  specialist  health  visitors  for  mental  health  and 
tuberculosis  but  daily  contact  can  be  maintained  between  all  members  of  the 
nursing  staff  and  the  dangers  of  "overlapping"  consequently  avoided. 

The  same  ease  of  contact  can  fortunately  be  maintained  between  the 
Children's  Officer  and  the  Health  Department  Staff  andiamily  difficulties 
are  discussed  informally. 

Similar  contact  is  possible  with  the  Welfare  Officer  and  his  staff. 

Considerable  help  is  received  from  the  local  Officers  of  the

4*  Home  Nursing. 

All  home  nursing  is  carried  out  by  Nurses  holding  ’’District  Nurse- 
Midwife"  posts,  so  that  the  shortage  of  staff  referred  to  under  the 
heading  ’Midwifery’  also  applies  in  this  field. 

A more  detailed  analysis  of  the  Home  Nursing  work  is  shown  in  the 
table  in  Appendix  No.  6. 


5.  Domestic  Help. 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  supervised  by  the  County  Nursing  Officer. 
377  households  were  helped  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  327 
households  in  1965 . Prom  the  figures  .given  it  is  seen  that  by  far  the 
greater  part  of  this  help  is  given  to  the  aged  and  chronic  sick.  These 
elder  citizens  would  be  unable  to  cope  at  home  without  this  help  and  many 
of  them  would  require  a hospital  bed.

Triple  antigen  (giving  protection  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough 
and  Tetanus)  and  oral  Poliomyelitis  vaccine  are  given  concurrently  as 
combined  prophylaxis  by  General  Practitioners  and  at  Child  Welfare  Clinics 
from  the  age  6-8  weeks  in  three  doses,  at  monthly  intervals.  Booster 
doses  are  offered  between  18  and  24  months  and  in  the  schools.  At  the 
time  of  writing  Quadrillin  vaccine  has  been  discontinued  but  in  the  year 
under  report  it  was  still  being  used  by  some  general  practitioners. 


There  is  a very  small  minority  of  mothers  who  prefer  their  children 
to  have  the  protections  given  separately.  Of  the  latter  group  and  also  of 
those  who  have  started  a combined  course,  there  are  still  a disquieting 
number  who  do  hot  complete  the  course,  and  an  even  greater  number  who  only 
do  so  after  repeated  urgings. 


Smallpox  Vaccination  is  now  almost  entirely  postponed  until  the 
second  year  of  life.

Percentages  have  not  been  given  for  children  bom  in  1966  as  many 
of  the  children  born  in  the  later  months  of  the  year  had  not  completed 
their  course  by  the  end  of  1966. 

There  is  still  room  for  improvement  in  these  figures,  in  particular, 
those  for  vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

Immunisation  against  Tetanus, 

The  recommendation  of  the  Standing  Medical  Advisory  Committee  of 
the  Central  Health  Services  Council  is  that  universal  active  immunisation 
against  tetanus  should  be  the  ultimate  goal  as  active  immunisation  is  the 
only  measure  which  affords  reliable  protection. 

As  triple  vaccine  (Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus)  has  been 
in  routine  use  in  the  County  since  1954 > all  primary  school  children, 
who  have  been  immunised,  already  have  active  immunity  against  tetanus. 

Active  immunisation  against  tetanus  was,  therefore,  offered  to 
secondary  school  children. 

Of  the  2,327  secondary  school  children,  9 received  2 doses 
of  tetanus  toxoid  and  77^  received  3 doses.

A Provisional  Notifications 

There  were  117  known  cases  in  the  County  at  the  end  of  the  year  compared 
with  I46  on  1st  January. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.

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Four  new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  and  confirmed 
as  follows:-  Abdominal,  1;  Superficial  Glands,  2;  Genito  Urinary  Organs,  1. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

There  were  18  cases  in  the  County  known  to  be  suffering  from  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  compared  with  16  on  1st  January. 

Under  the  Scheme  for  the  Care  and  After  Care  of  Tuberculous  Persons, 
vitamin  food  supplements  were  prescribed  for  most  cases  and  free  milk  was 
granted  to  6 tuberculosis  patients  for  varying  periods.  Free  school  meals 
were  provided  for  a number  of  children  from  tuberculosis  families. 

When  required,  sputum  bottles,  disinfectants  and  home  nursing  aids  were 
also  provided.  Priority  was  obtained  for  patients  in  need  of  re-housing 
under  the  Housing  Points  Scheme  of  the  various  Housing  Authorities. 

There  were  194  attendances  at  the  Alloa  Chest  Clinic.  Eight  hundred 
and  fifty  routine  home  visits  were  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis  Nurse. 

Care  Committee 


Through  the  Tuberculosis  Voluntary  Care  Committee  for  the  Counties 
of  Stirling  and  Clackmannan,  one  patient  received  assistance  and  nine  patients 
were  cent  for  a holiday  to  seaside  resorts.

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One  hundred  and  six  home  visits  were  made  by  the  doctors  and  nursing 
staff  of  the  Health  Department  in  respect  of  B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

Cervical  Cytology. 

The  first  clinic  in  connection  with  the  above  was  held  in  June,  1966, 
and  until  the  end  of  December,  1966,  sixteen  clinics  in  all  were  held. 

At  the  start  of  the  Scheme  and  indeed  up  to  the  time  of  writing, 
the  numbers  of  smears  which  could  be  dealt  with  by  the  Laboratory  were 
limited. 

Appointments  at  the  Clinic  were  almost  entirely  made  for  those 
patients  who  had  asked  about  the  Service.  It  is  hoped  that,  in  the 
very  near  future,  there  will  be  no  restriction  of  numbers  and  that 
publicity  will  be  able  to  be  given  to  the  Scheme  and  a greater 
coverage  instituted. 

A total  of  432  patients  were  tested,  and  of  these  there  were  three 
suspicious  results,  and  one  positive. 

Results  of  smears  are  notified  direct  by  the  laboratory  to  the 
patient's  General  Practitioner,  who  is  asked  to  take  any  further 
action  necessary.

Chiropody  services  for  old  people  continued  to  be  provided  by 
Voluntary  Committees  throughout  the  County.  Financial  help  is  given 
by  the  County  Council.  A service  is  available  in  all  areas  of  the 
County. 

Community  Care. 

All  children  and  patients  over  65  years  discharged  from  Hospital 
are  visited  by  Health  Visitors.  Any  patient  felt  by  the  Hospital 
Staff  to  need  domiciliary  help  after  discharge  from  Hospital  is  notified 
to  the  County  Nursing  Officer  who  arranges  for  a Home  Help  to  be 
supplied.  Close  contact  is  maintained  between  this  Department  and  the 
Chief  Medical  Social  VTorker  to  the  Hospital  Group.  The  services  of  the 
District  Nurses  for  such  patients  are  usually  arranged  by  the  General 
Practitioners .

Cowden  Park  Centre 

During  the  year,  10  children  (7  males  and  3 females)  attended  the 
Nursery  Section.  Two  children  of  school  age  and  19  over  school  age 
attended  the  Senior  Section. 

There  were  4 children  admitted  for  temporary  residential  care. 

Reasons  for  these  admissions  were  illness  or  for  holidays  of  parents. 

The  length  of  stay  was  usually  2 weeks. 

Free  transport  is  provided  to  and  from  the  Centre  and  a mid-day 
meal  is  provided  at  small  cost  and  free  where  necessary. 

Continued  interest  was  shown  in  the  Centre  and  visits  were  made 
by  several  Women's  Organisations.

This  community  interest  ensured  the  success  of  a Coffee  Morning 
when,  as  in  previous  years,  articles  made  by  the  pupils  were  displayed 
and  sold. 

A week's  camp  was  held  at  Leven  in  June  when  eight  pupils,  over 
1 years  of  age,  attended.  Good  weather  and  a fine  private  camp  site 
made  a very  enjoyable  holiday. 

Through  the  auspices  cf  the  Scottish  Society  for  Mentally 
Handicapped  Children  a Social  Club  was  formed,  in  Cowden  Park,  for  the 
mentally  handicapped  (14  years  of  age  and  over).  Meetings  were 
held  fortnightly/ 
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fortnightly  on  Wednesday  evenings.  The  first  function  took  place  on 
Wednesday,  23rd  November,  and  transport  was  arranged  for  persons  unable 
to  make  their  own  way  to  the  Centre.  This  has  proved  a popular 
innovation  and  has  been  very  well  attended. 

A Workshop,  for  the  physically  handicapped,  was  opened  at  Cowden 
Park  on  17th  January,  1966,  under  the  supervision  of  a qualified 
Occupational  Therapist. 

Six  men  attended  initially  and  this  number  was  increased  to  10  by 
the  end  of  the  year.  The  number  of  attendances  for  the  year  was  1,786. 

Various  articles  are  made  in  the  Workshop  including  basket  work, 
small  woodwork  items,  lamp  shades,  mosaic  work,  trays,  etc.,  and  a 
total  of  1,520  different  articles  were  made.  A proportion  of  these 
articles,  to  the  value  of  £708,  were  sold. 

Domiciliary  supervision  and  liaison  with  Hospital  Staff  is  carried 
out  mainly  by  two  Health  Visitors  with  special  training.  One  hundred 
and  twenty  informal  visits  were  made  to  mental  defectives  and  229  to 
mentally  ill  patients.

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DENTAL  REPORT 


At  routine  inspections  by  Dental  Officers  in  schools,  7,575  children  were 
examined  and  3,774  (h&.5%)  were  found  to  have  remedial  dental  defects  and  2,536 
(67.1$)  accepted  treatment  in  the  local  authority  clinics. 

An  Annual  dental  inspection  of  all  the  school  children  in  the  County  has 
almost  been  attained. 

Seven  hundred  and  five  children  were  treated  outwith  the  routine  inspections, 
mostly  for  the  relief  of  pain. 

It  is  regretted  that  one  of  the  main  methods  of  reducing  dental  decay  - the 
addition  of  fluorides  to  the  public  water  supply  - has  not  yet  been  adopted . 


Dental  Health  Education  can  also  play  its  part  in  preventing  dental  decay 
but  the  impact  of  any  Dental  Health  measures  are  soon  nullified  by  the  unending 
stream  of  advertisements  urging  the  children  to  eat  sweets  all  day  and  every  day. 

Equipment  The  main  items  of  dental  equipment  in  the  two  surgeries  in 
oedford  House  are  now  out  of  date  and  require  a lot  of  maintenance.  New., 
equipment  will  be  required  in  the  near  future  if  the  clinics  are  to  be  fitted 
out  to  modern  standards  .

Annual  Report  by  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector  for  1966. 

Milk  and  Dairies. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  9 Premium  Milk  producers  and 
10  Standard  producers.  Pour  Standard  licences  were  cancelled 
during  the  year  as  the  farmers  ceased  milk  production.  These  were 
Forestmill  Farm,  Clackmannan,  Allaleckie  Farm,  Dollar,  Gartmornhill 
Farm,  Alloa  and  the  Ditch  Farm,  Cambus.  In  addition  there  were  two 
Pasteurisation  plants  in  operation  in  the  County. 

There  was  a further  increase  in  the  number  of  bulk  tanks  used  by 
producers  and  the  total  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  ten. 

Early  in  the  year  it  was  felt  that  the  introduction  of  the  new 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Scotland)  Order  might  cause  some 
difficulties  in  relation  to  the  milk  trade  generally  and  with  the 
valuable  assistance  of  the  West  of  Scotland  College  of  Agriculture, 

Mr.  James  Bell  of  the  Scottish  Home  and  Health  Department  and  Mr. 

Drape  of  the  Scottish  Milk  Marketing  Board  the  Health  Committee 
agreed  to  sponsor  a local  meeting  of  all  in  the  milk  industry  to 
discuss  any  problems  or  difficulties. 

This  meeting  was  a considerable  success  comprising  of  a 
demonstration  by  the  College  and  followed  by  an  open  forum. 

As  was  suspected  Premium  producers  found  the  greatest  difficulty 
is  complying  with  the  standards  laid  down  and  some  time  was  spent  in 
giving  advice  to  these  producers. 

Details  of  the  sampling  results  for  the  year  are  given  on  the 
table  overleaf. 

There  is  still  some  controversy  over  the  need  on  public  health 
grounds  to  have  a grade  designation  Premium  particularly  where  in  most 
cases  the  milk  was  to  be  processed  in  any  event. 

The  two  pasteurisation  plants  worked  well  during  the  year, as  has 
been  the  case  for  some  years  now, a tribute  to  both  management  and  the 
workers  and  details  of  the  sampling  results  from  these  premises  are 
given  overleaf. 

Few  complaints  were  made  by  the  public  during  the  year  about  the 
milk  supply  in  the  County.  There  were  one  or  two  complaints  about 
dirty  bottles  but  these  could  in  the  main  be  traced  back  to  abuse  of 
the  containers  in  the  first  instance  by  the  public. 

An  interim  report  was  given  to  the  Health  Committee  on  the  working 
°f  the  new  Special  Designation  Order  and  special  attention  was  paid  to 
three  producers  who  were  apparently  finding  difficulty  in  complying 
with  the  bacteriological  standards  laid  down  and  one  who  was  having 
difficulty  in  maintaining  the  required  chemical  standard. 

There  was  one  big  help  to  the  Department  during  the  year  when 
milk  testing  etc.  was  taken  over  by  the  Hospital  Laboratory  at  Stirling. 
This  arrangement  which  was  so  badly  needed  for  so  many  years  saved  much 
staff  time  and  allowed  for  speedier  investigation  of  complaints. 
Previously  bacteriological  samples  had  to  be  transported  to  Paisley. 


Synopsis  of  Milk  Sampling  Results  for  the  year  1966. 
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Food  and  Drugs  (Scotland)  Act  1956 . 

Routine  sampling  of  a wide  range  of  food  products  was  again 
carried  out,  a total  of  89  samples  being  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  comprising  44  milk,  17  foods,  27  of  spirits,  and  one  ice  cream. 
All  the  samples  were  reported  satisfactory. 


Food  Hygiene. 

A considerable  amount  of  time  was  spent  on  this  subject  and  in 
all  259  visits  were  paid  to  premises  and  38  vans  or  travelling  shops 
were  inspected. 

Once  again  attention  was  focussed  primarily  on  basic  cleanliness 
of  food  premises  rather  than  on  the  installation  of  sophisticated 
equipment . 

A very  close  and  happy  relationship  has  been  achieved  between  the 
Department  and  the  police  through  Superintendent  C.  Elder  in  connection 
with  licensed  premises  in  particular  and  the  standards  now  obtained  in 
these  premises  reflects  credit  to  all.  The  arrangement  of  visiting 
from  time  to  time  with  the  Police  and  examining  proposed  improvements 
to  these  premises  saves  considerable  time  and  trouble  to  all  concerned 
and  ensures  that  any  snags  are  ironed  out  at  the  early  planning  stages. 

The  situation  in  relation  to  canteen  premises  in  the  County  is  now 
very  satisfactory  with  the  completion  of  two  very  modern  canteens  at 
Carsebridge  and  Cambus  Distilleries  carried  out  by  Scottish  Grain 
Distillers. 

Plans  were  also  under  consideration  for  a new  canteen  at  Kilbagie 
Paper  Mill.  When  this  building  has  been  completed  the  standard  of 
canteen  accommodation  in  the  County  must  be  among  the  highest  in 
Scotland. 

Complaints  by  the  public  were  few  in  relation  to  food  premises. 

One  alarming  episode  however  arose  when  a tin  of  hamburgers  on  being 
opened  was  found  to  contain  a gauze  finger  bandage.  Much  time  and 
effort  went  into  the  investigation  of  this  and  with  the  co-operation  of 
the  local  authority  in  the  area  where  the  factory  was  situated  it  was 
possible  to  trace  how  this  situation  arose.  Suffice  to  say  that  no 
fault  could  be  found  with  the  management  who  were  if  anything  more  than 
disturbed  about  the  incident  which  took  place  out  with  their  control. 

In  the  circumstances  it  was  not  considered  justifiable  to  take  statutory 
action. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  under  way  to  check  all  food 
vehicles  operating  in  the  area  in  preparation  for  the  introduction  of 
the  Food  Hygiene  (Scotland)  Amendment  Regulations  1966  which  comes  into 
operation  in  July  1967  and  which  lays  down  standards  of  equipment  for 
vehicles. 


Ice  Cream  (Scotland)  Regulations. 

A larger  number  of  bacteriological  samples  than  usual  were 
submitted  for  examination  a total  of  63  in  all  and  26  were  reported 
unsatisfactory.  All  the  unsatisfactory  samples  were  investigated  in 
detail  but  little  fault  could  be  found  in  producers  methods  or 
sterilizing  techniques  and  at  least  half  the  failing  samples  were  taken 
at  the  request  of  producers  following  an  unsatisfactory  sample  in  an 
effort  to  determine  where  the  production  fault  lay.

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This  industry  as  with  the  milk  trade  is  in  the  main  extremely 
hygiene  concious  and  rightly  so  for  both  are  potential  danger  foods  - 
would  it  be  however,  that  other  food  trades  would  similarly  be  so  keen 
on  the  hygienic  aspect  of  their  work.

Alloa  Burgh  Slaughterhouse. 

The  total  number  of  beasts  slaughtered  during  the  year  rose 
compared  with  1965  to  8,359  an  increase  of  567. 

The  amount  of  meat  condemned  was  10,597  lbs.  compared  with  6,744  lbs. 
in  1965.  This  total  is  not  high  when  it  is  considered  that  much  of 
the  condemnations  arose  from  affected  livers  and  from  casualty  animals. 

There  were  two  total  condemnations  in  respect  of  tuberculosis  in 
cattle  and  one  in  respect  of  a pig.  One  ox  infected  with  cysticercus 
bovis  was  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption  after  detention  in  cold 
storage  for  the  requisite  period. 

The  premises  while  old  are  reasonably  well  maintained  and  a 
stunning  pen  and  electric  hoists  have  improved  working  conditions. 

As  usual  the  Staff  of  the  Sanitary  Department  undertook  meat 
inspection  duties  when  the  Slaughterhouse  Superintendent  was  not 
available.  A table  showing  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  the 
total  of  condemnations  is  given  overleaf. 
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Unsound  Food 


There  was  a slight  reduction  of  the  amount  of  foodstuffs 
voluntarily  declared  to  he  unfit  for  human  consumption  or  otherwise 
unsaleable  - 2 tons  3 cwts.  compared  with  2 tons  16  cwts.  in  1965* 

As  usual  much  of  the  food  condemned  was  of  the  tinned  variety 
and  apart  from  routine  calls  by  the  staff  of  the  Department  to  check 
on  stocks  a large  majority  of  grocers  etc.  are  quick  to  ask  for  the 
services  of  the  Department  in  checking  on  suspect  goods  and  most 
wholesalers  and  manufacturers  are  only  too  glad  to  ensure  that  no 
chances  are  taken  with  their  products. 

One  complaint  was  made  about  some  bacon  purchased  from  a shop  in 

Alloa.  The  bacon  was  badly  discoloured  and  did  not  appear  fresh. 

On  investigation  it  was  found  that  to  save  time  at  the  weekend  rush 
hours  a quantity  of  bacon  had  been  sliced  and  made  up  in  convenient 
amounts  for  sale.  The  offending  half  pound  had  by  accident  not  been 

disposed  of  over  the  weekend  and  should  have  been  thrown  out  but 

instead  it  was  mixed  up  with  further  orders  at  the  start  of  a new  week. 
A new  system  of  checking  that  this  does  not  happen  is  now  in  operation, 
only  minimal  amounts  being  cut  and  made  up  for  sale  at  rush  periods. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act. 

This  service  often  forgotten  and  given  little  publicity, 
functioned  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  Details  of  the  work  carried 
out  by  the  xlat  Catcher  is  given  in  the  table  overleaf. 

In  addition  to  carrying  out  the  destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice  the 
Rat  Catcher  also  assists  in  destroying  moles  and  eradicating  wasps 
nests  although  the  latter  duty  is  not  one  which  the  Department  is 
charged  with  attempting. 

The  service  seems  to  be  appreciated  by  householders,  farmers,  and 
the  public  generally.  There  is  little  need  to  carry  out  routine  survey 
work  as  the  public  are  now  quick  to  draw  attention  to  any  infestation, 
real  or  imaginary^and  no  discouragement  is  given  in  the  case  of  false 

alarms . 

One  troubl  some  feature  of  the  year  was  the  number  of  cases 
reported  of  rabbit  infestations  in  gardens.  It  is  difficult  to 
convince  the  public  the  local  authority  have  no  responsibility  for 
destroying  these.  Assistance  is  given  vrhere  possible  but  few  of  the 
complainants  like  to  be  told  that  the  best  help  they  can  get  from  the 
Department  is  sympathy  and  that  the  onus  for  the  removal  of  the  pests 
is  theirs. 

It  is  generally  accepted  now  that  there  has  been  an  upsurge  of 
the  number  of  town  dwelling  rabbits  in  the  last  few  years  and  no 
satisfactory  solution  to  the  problem  seems  evident.

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Abstract  of  work  done  in  1 9q6  under  the  prevention 
of  Damage  by  Fests  Act,  1949. 
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Infectious  Disease. 


No  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  were  reported  during 
the  year.  There  was  the  now  seasonal  outbreaks  of  intestinal  upsets 
but  most  cases  recovered  without  medical  attention  within  48  hours 
and  no  organisms  were  recovered. 

Fifteen  cases  of  disinfections  were  carried  out  of  premises  and 
only  a few  of  these  were  as  a result  of  patients  who  required  hospital 
treatment. 


Nuisances. 


Classified  under  this  heading  each  year  is  a wide  range  of 
problems  ranging  from  adjudicating  on  quarrels  between  neighbours  to 
more  serious  matters  relating  directly  or  indirectly  to  the  health  of 
the  public. 

This  year  was  no  exception,  a number  of  the  nuisances  reported 
were  of  the  "stair  heid"  variety  between  tenants, but  much  time,  and 
persuasion  had  to  be  employed  to  solve  the  problems  which  arose. 

It  was  fortunately  possible  to  resolve  all  of  the  91  nuisances 
reported  without  recourse  to  statutory  action. 

The  conditions  at  Cambus  mentioned  in  last  years  report  improved 
considerably  by  the  introduction  by  the  firm  concerned  of  a new  plant 
and  it  is  hoped  that  conditions  will  now  remain  reasonably  satisfactory. 

The  majority  of  the  other  cases  dealt  with  were  in  respect  of 
minor  defects  in  houses,  choked  and  or  defective  drains  or  sewers,  and 
indiscriminate  dumping  of  refuse  or  inadequate  arrangements  for  its 
storage. 

In  the  main  this  heading  could  be  considered  the  "agony"  column 
of  the  Annual  Report  representing  as  it  does  a wide  range  of  minor 
problems  which  affect  the  public. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  Service  in  the  Landward  Area  continued  to  function  well 
despite  serious  difficulties  in  finding  and  retaining  suitable  staff 
in  the  Department.  The  total  number  of  men  employed  was  40  of  which 
number  25  were  employed  directly  on  refuse  collection. 

There  was  a considerable  "turn  over"  in  the  labour  force  in  fact 
more  than  100%  and  this  led  to  difficulties  in  collection  schedules  as 
new  staff  were  unfamiliar  with  the  daily  runs  and  routines.  Absenteeism 
also  presented  a problem  - an  ever  growing  one  - as  712  days  were  lost 
by  the  absence  of  employees  through  sickness  or  other  reasons  compared 
with  684  days  in  1965. 

The  uncertainty  of  men  reporting  for  duty  made  it  difficult  to 
arrange  schedules  each  morning  and  much  juggling  of  resources  had  to 
be  done  by  the  Cleansing  Foreman  to  ensure  the  service  was  maintained. 

Despite  these  difficulties  complaints  were  few  and  mainly  were  in 
relation  to  alleged  abuse  of  dustbins  by  refuse  collectors  and  failure 
to  replace  lids  after  emptying. 

The  public  could  help  considerably  on  the  question  of  bins  being 
abused  by  refuse  collectors  by  ensuring  that  lids  were  kept  on  dust 
bins  not  in  use.  Failure  to  do  so  means  refuse  sticks  to  the  bin  and 
the  men  have  to  resort  to  some  degree  of  force  to  empty  the  contents 
satisfactorily.  This  leads  to  complaints  as  does  the  return  of  bins 
half  emptied.  Either  way  the  staff  cannot  hope  to  win.

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On  one  or  two  occasions  instructions  had  to  he  given  not  to 
uplift  refuse  receptacles  either  because  the  container  was 
impossible  to  lift,  had  burning  ashes,  or  was  a potential  danger 
to  the  men  likely  to  be  handling  it.  It  may  well  be  that 
consideration  will  require  to  be  given  to  ensuring  that  only  refuse 
in  suitable  receptacles  will  be  accepted.  Cardboard  boxes,  old 
tin  cans,  tea  chests  etc.  can  provide  the  potential  for  a nasty 
injury  to  a refuse  collector. 

The  number  of  vehicles  employed  on  refuse  collection  is  five. 

A replacement  vehicle  was  delivered  during  the  year  and  in  accordance 
with  the  Landward  Committee's  policy  was  a fore  and  aft  tipper  with  a 
packing  device.  A further  replacement  will  be  required  next  year 
but  these  vehicles  will  allow  extra  loads  to  be  carried  without 
requiring  to  add  to  the  vehicle  establishment. 

The  setting  up  by  the  County  Treasurer  some  years  ago  of  a vehicle 
replacement  fund  is  now  paying  dividends  as  there  is  no  need  to  rate 
specially  for  replacement  vehicles  which  are  dear  to  purchase. 

The  vehicles  ran  a total  of  64,768  miles  and  used  6,030  galls, 
of  fuel,  running  an  average  of  10.74  miles  per  gall. 

The  Alloa  Burgh  refuse  tip  is  now  shared  jointly  by  the  Landward 
Committee,  and  Alva  Town  Council  for  the  disposal  of  refuse.  Some 
trouble  was  experienced  during  the  year  by  burning  refuse  and  wind 
blown  papers  at  the  entrance  to  the  tip  and  ways  and  means  of  overcoming 
these  difficulties  was  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  tv'e  year. 

The  coup  operated  at  Devonside  by  Tillicoultry  Town  Council  operated 
without  serious  complaint.  In  previous  years  there  were  complaints 
about  burning  refuse  from  the  inhabitants  of  Devonside  but  the  Town. 
Council;  anxious  to  ensure  there  would  be  no  nuisance  ,have  controlled 
the  burning  of  refuse  and  at  some  cost  are  blinding  the  tipping  face 
satisfactorily  each  day. 

A further  joint  meeting  of  authorities  in  the  area  was  held  to 
once  again  consider  future  methods  of  disposal  and  in  this  connection 
a visit  was  paid  to  the  new  refuse  disposal  works  at  Perth.  Thereafter 
a further  meeting  was  held  and  a remit  given  to  the  County  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  prepare  a statement  of  various  types  of  disposal  plants 
with  probable  costs,  the  sites  which  might  be  available  for  such  a 
plant  and  the  costs  of  controlled  tipping  and  its  future. 

The  usual  weekly  collection  of  garden  refuse  was  carried  out  in 
the  Landward  Area  between  April  and  October.  Greater  use  is  made  of 
this  service  each  year  and  seems  to  be  generally  appreciated.  There 
are  far  too  many  cases  yet  however  of  indiscriminate  dumping  of  garden 
refuse  and  it  is  difficult  to  judge  what  prompts  offenders  at  great 
personal  effort  to  load  a wheel  barrow  with  refuse  and  push  it  some 
300  - 400  yds.  to  dump  the  contents  when  there  is  a vehicle  for  the 
purpose  passing  their  door  once  each  week. 

The  Department . through  the  Landward  Committee  has  always  taken 
a reasonable  view  of  tenant's  difficulties  in  breaking  in  new  gardens 
and  those  who  have  bulky  objects  to  dispose  of.  A simple  telephone 
call  or  a letter  to  the  Department  explaining  the  position  usually 
results  in  special  arrangements  being  made  for  the  uplifting  and 
disposal  of  these  items  in  the  main  free  of  charge. 

One  further  success  in  the  examination  of  the  Institute  of  Public 
Cleansing  has  to  be  reported.  Mr.  R.  Ferguson,  Assistant  Sanitary 
Inspector  was  the  successful  candidate.  This  is  the  third  successful 
candidate  in  as  many  years  from  the  Department. 
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Public  Conveniences. 


As  in  former  years  the  Department  was  plagued  with  vandalism  in 
these  premises  and  on  several  occasions  walls  were  defaced  almost 
before  the  painters  had  finished  work.  In  other  cases  destruction 
of  property  in  the  conveniences  took  place  and  in  one  or  two  cases  it 
was  possible  to  trace  the  culprits.  What  prompts  this  type  of 
behaviour  among  a small  minority  of  the  population  is  a complete 
mystery  and  it  would  seem  that  the  only  effective  method  of  control 
is  the  employment  of  full  time  supervisory  staff  on  the  premises  but 
the  costs  of  this  are  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  damage  caused. 


Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  cleaning  of  these  premises  at 
weekends  and  specially  Sunday  mornings.  It  is  most  disheartening  to 
the  men  who  look  after  the  conveniences  however  to  find  that  shortly 
after  their  work  has  been  completed  conditions  can  be  as  bad  as  if  no 
action  had  been  taken. 

The  Cleansing  Department  also  undertake  regular  cleaning  of  the 
various  bus  shelters  in  the  area. 


Water  Supplies. 

There  were  no  major  interruptions  to  or  difficulties  in  any  of 
the  supplies  during  the  year. 

Eighty-seven  water  samples  were  taken  to  check  on  the  supplies 
provided  and  were  classified  as  under s - 

Satisfactory  76  Suspicious  1 Unsatisfactory  10 

In  addition  34  chemical  samples  were  submitted  and  four  were 
considered  unsatisfactory. 


The  four  unsatisfactory  samples  came  from  a "well"  in  Schawpark 
Golf  Course  which  took  its  supply  from  a very  old  lead  service  pipe. 

The  matter  arose  when  a golfer  complained  of  a stomach  upset 
after  drinking  from  the  well  during  a round  of  golf.  Chemical  samples 
showed  the  supply  to  be  highly  polluted  by  animals  and  as  the  pipe 
passed  through  an  area  of  ground  used  as  a piggery  it  was  a fair 
assumption  the  pollution  came  from  ground  saturated  for  years  by  the 
excrement  of  the  pigs  and  somehow  this  had  leaked  into  the  pipe. 

The  supply  was  at  once  cut  off  until  alternative  arrangements  could 
be  made. 

It  might  have  been  coincidence  that  the  golfer  felt  unwell  after 
drinking  from  the  well  but  on  the  other  hand  this  little  story  serves 
to  illustrate  that  it  is  in  the  public's  interests  to  complain  to  the 
appropriate  authorities  in  any  public  health  aspect  if  they  have  any 
oubts  at  all  - something  which  they  seem  peculiarly  reluctant  to  do. 
Somehow  it  does  not  appear  to  be  "the  done  thing".  Nevertheless  the 
Department  would  rather  investigate  cases  even  although  they  may  be 
without  real  substance,  or  unlikely  to  cause  any  real  harm  than  have 
one  episode  sneak  up  on  them  of  which  they  were  completely  unaware. 

Details  of  the  samples  taken  etc.  are  given  on  the  table  overleaf. 

Public  Swimming  Baths. 

Once  again  the  baths  at  Alloa  and  Alva  operated  satisfactorily 
uring  the  year  and  both  pools  are  well  maintained  and  managed  by  the 
respective  authorities.  Ten  bacteriological  and  two  chemical  samples 
were  takun  of  the  swimming  pool  water  and  all  were  reported  satisfactory.

Further  discussions  took  place  with  all  the  authorities  in  the 
area  on  a progressive  smoke  control  policy  for  the  County. 

Full  details  of  a proposed  5-10  year  plan  was  submitted  to  a 
Joint  Committee  of  the  Authorities  together  with  details  of  probable 
costs. 


After  consideration  it  was  agreed  that  the  respective  authorities 
should  be  consulted  and  it  was  finally  agreed  in  principle  with  the 
exception  of  one  authority  that  such  a scheme  should  be  embarked  upon. 

The  Landward  Committee  then  agreed  that  Tullibody  should  be  the 
first  smoke  control  area  and  Alloa  Town  Council  agreed  that  an  area  at 
Inglewood/Fairy  bum  should  also  be  so  designated.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  preliminary  notice  of  these  areas  was  in  the  course  of  submission 
to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Industrial  smoke  emission  is  now  no  longer  a problem  in  the  area 
and  if  a speedy  progress  can  be  made  in  the  private  sector  the  local 
authorities  and  the  public  will  have  good  reason  to  be  satisfied. 

Only  two  industrial  chimneys  in  the  whole  area  now  cause  any  bother  and 
a careful  watch  is  being  kept  on  them. 

Monitoring  of  atmospheric  pollution  still  continues  through  the 
two  deposit  gauges  and  two  smoke  filters  and  the  results  are  sent  for 
information  and  processing  to  the  Ministry  of  Technology's  Warren 
Springs  Laboratory. 

Once  again  some  problems  were  referred  to  the  Chief  Chemical 
Inspector's  Department  of  the  Scottish  Development  Department  and  the 
assistance  of  Mr.  Pryde  of  that  Department  is  gratefully  acknowledged.

The  details  of  inspections  etc.  carried  out  are  detailed  in  the 
table  at  the  end  of  this  section. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  all  premises  in  Alva  and  Dollar  had 
received  a general  inspection.  In  the  case  of  Alloa  Burgh  the 
position  was  similar  with  the  exception  of  28  premises  in  development 
areas.  In  the  Landward  area  and  Tillicoultry  all  but  five  premises 
and  one  respectively  had  had  a general  inspection. 

So  far  as  is  known  all  premises  are  registered  in  the  County. 

A total  of  558  inspections  were  carried  out  and  notices  sent  in  respect 
of  contraventions  as  under. 

Landward  Area  - 55 

Alloa  - 113 

Dollar  - Nil 

Alva  - 25 

Tillicoultry  - 7 


The  majority  of  these  notices  were  in  respect  of  fairly  minor 
matters  and  only  a few  needed  structural  improvements. 

Eight  accidents  to  workers  were  reported  - all  in  Alloa.  It  is 
unbelievable  that  the  number  is  even  the  tip  of  the  iceberg  as  one 
firm  was  responsible  for  reporting  four  of  the  accidents. 

Attention  was  drawn  to  the  situation  of  non  reporting  of 
accidents  in  last  years  report  and  for  the  last  time  the  matter  is 
mentioned  again.  It  is  the  duty  of  employers  to  notify  accidents 
no  matter  however  trivial  and  all  those  reported  were  fortunately  in 
this  category  but  should  a non  reported  accident  result  in  serious 
injury  then  the  firm  concerned  could  find  themselves  in  a very  serious 
position  indeed.  Even  trivial  accidents  have  from  time  to  time  a 
habit  of  turning  into  something  serious.  It  is  hoped  that  this  final 
warning  will  be  heeded.

Disinfestation. 


During  the  year  84  visits  were  paid  under  this  heading.  None 
of  the  cases  were  serious  although  an  infestation  of  cockroaches  in  a 
bakery  proved  troublesome.  Tbe  remaining  cases  related  to  infestation 
of  silverfish,  flies,  furniture  beetles,  wood  worm,  ants  and  other 
insects. 

In  general  the  measures  adapted  by  the  Department’s  methods  were 
successful  and  in  most  cases  only  the  minimum  inconvenience  was  caused 

to  householders. 


Noise  Abatement. 


The  problems  of  noise  emanating  from  an  Engineering  work  shops  in 
Alloa  mentioned  in  last  years  report  did  no  cause  any  serious  trouble 
during  the  year.  The  firm  carried  out  all  the  work  whirl)  could 
reasonably  be  expected  and  apart  from  the  occasional  complaint  about 
noise  from  working  being  carried  on  outside  particularly  on  Sunday 
mornings  there  was  no  serious  complaint. 

No  other  noise  nuisance  complaints  were  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  Department  during  the  year. 


Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1956. 

One  application  for  a residential  site  of  fifteen  caravans  in  the 
Landward  Area  was  dealt  with.  After  negotiations  between  parties  an 
amiable  settlement  was  reached. 

In  the  case  of  other  individual  caravan  site  licences  several 
visits  were  paid  to  these  and  conditions  were  found  satisfactory. 


Drainage. 


Throughout  the  year  the  staff  of  the  Cleansing  Department  assisted 
the  Engineer  to  the  Bowhouse  Drainage  Joint  Committee  in  maintaining 
plant,  equipment  and  clearing  choked  sewers. 

Work  started  on  the  laying  of  the  Western  Trunk  Sewer  from  Cambus 
and  concurrently  the  laying  of  a pipe  to  take  the  effluent  from  Glcnochil 
Yeast  Factory  all  to  terminate  at  the  site  of  the  proposed  purification 
works  at  Forth  bank  in  Alloa. 

Agreement  was  also  reached  in  principle  that  the  ditch  fronting 
houses  in  Gartmorn  Pioad,  Sauchie  and  which  flooded  from  time  to  time 
should  be  piped.  This  scheme  was  mooted  by  the  County  Sanitary 
Inspector  some  years  ago  as  a necessary  step  in  the  drainage  complex 
of  the  area  and  this  source  of  nuisance  and  potential  danger  should  be 
removed  shortly. 

Because  of  the-  difficulties  in  relation  to  planning  in  the  area 
between  Tillicoultry  and  Alva  despite  several  meetings  between  the 
authorities  of  the  County  and  Tillicoultry  Town  Council  it  was  not 
possible  to  condescend  on  any  one  scheme.  This  was  particularly 

unfortunate  as  all  are  agreed  new  works  are  required  for  Tillicoultry 
and  Coalsnaughton  and  Devonside.  The  latter  works  are  virtually 
useless  and  should  be  removed  as  soon  as  possible.  New  housing 
developments  in  the  area  are  making  the  position  worse  too. 

As  usual  thanks  are  due  to  Messrs.  Bab tie,  Shaw  and  Morton  the 
Council's  Consultants  and  to  the  Engineer  to  the  Bowhouse  Drainage 
Committee  for  their  help  during  the  year. 
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Housing. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  report  the  housing  activities  of  all  the 
authorities  are  gathered  under  this  single  heading. 

The  County  Sanitary  Inspector  was  early  in  the  year  appointed  "by 
the  Secretary  of  State  a member  of  the  Housing  Advisory's  Committee 
on  Unfit  Housing.  This  appointment  proved  to  be  an  invaluable 
experience  in  housing  in  Scotland  generally  and  much  knowledge  was 
obtained  in  sitting  as  a member  of  this  important  Committee  which  was 
for  the  first  time  in  a long  number  of  years  to  face  up  to  the  problem 
of  unfit  housing  in  the  country  generally  and  whose  deliberations 
could  not  fail  but  have  far  reaching  implications  and  conclusions  for 
all. 


The  Sub  Committee  visited  the  County  early  in  the  year  and  saw 
the  problems  facing  the  authorities  generally  in  an  urban  and  rural 
setting. 

In  the  Landward  area  plans  were  approved  for  the  erection  of 
383  houses,  349  being  for  the  local  authority.  At  tho  same  time 
consideration  was  given  to  tie  longer  term  needs  of  the  authority  and 
agreement  was  reached  for  a three  year  house  building  programme  to 
include  the  replacement  of  pre  fabricated  houses. 

Unfit  housing  presents  only  a minor  problem  to  the  Landward 
Committee  as  in  view  of  the  programme  carried  out  since  the  war  the 
worst  housing  conditions  have  been  removed  and  at  worst  using  a very 
strict  interpretation  of  housing  unfitness  standards  only  80  or  90  can 
be  put  in  this  category. 

A further  report  was  however  made  on  the  housing  conditions  in 
Kennet  Village.  Once  again  however  the  Committee  adhered  to  the  previous 
decision  to  take  no  action  until  houses  fall  vacant  then  the  local 
authority  would  attempt  to  purchase. 

In  Alloa  it  was  gratifying  to  see  the  emptying  of  houses  in  the 
Greenfield  Street/Erskine  Street  Clearance  area  the  tenants  in  the 
main  moving  to  the  now  houses  built  in  the  new  housing  estate  at  Mar 
Policies.  The  Town  Council  during  the  period  were  considering  the 
redevelopment  of  the  Clearance  area  which  could  provide  an  admirable 
centrally  situated  housing  area. 

The  number  of  unfit  houses  in  the  town  with  the  rehousing  of 
tenants  from  the  Clearance  area  dropped  dramatically.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  the  estimate  was  of  the  order  of  285.  Some  of  these  might 
in  fact  be  capable  of  improvement  and  this  position  will  be  looked 

into. 


In  Alva  progress  became  apparent  in  the  proposed  central 
redevelopment  area.  The  overall  development  plan  was  approved  with 
provision  ultimately  for  120  houses  and  it  looked  as  though  it  would 
not  be  necessary  to  resort  to  statutory  procedures  for  clearance, 
most  of  the  properties  involved  being  capable  of  negotation. 
Nevertheless  a great  deal  of  time  was  spent  by  the  Department  on  this 
project. 

Tillicoultry  Town  Council  continued  with  progress  in  central 
improvements  and  during  the  year  built  41  houses  and  one  private- 
house  was  approved. 

In  Dollar  plans  were  approved  for  nine  private  houses.
